I am  therefore  writing 
to  ur^ntly  request  that  you  be  good  cnou^  to  send  me  copies  of  any  or  oil 
reports  in  your  hands,  dei0.1ng  with  these  bodies. 

I mny  add  the  hydrographic  Office  of  the  U.S.Navy  has  for 
over  30  yuars  effectively  cooperated  in  such  work  and  ns  a consequence  it  has 
been  possible  to  solve  for  many  In^ortant  flrobnlls.  Such  coopero.tion  from  your 
office,  as  a routine  matter,  would  also  ba  Invelunble.
